noon today when they attempted to convene a special session 
of the lower House to seek the impeachment of Governor 
J. 0. Walton. 
Colonel Wm. S. Key, military commander of Oklahoma 


county, at 11:58 read to members of the lower House the or- 
der of Governor Walton forbidding the assemblage of "any 
or all members of the legislature during the present epriod 
of unrest." 
Colonel Key ordered the legislators to disperse immedi- 


ately and refused to amplify or explain his order when ap- 
proached by House leaders.

The law-makers began to leave immediately without any 


how of resistance. 
At 12:05 p. m., all of the legislators had left the corridor 
outside the House Chamber and the military were alone in 
command of the building.

Prompt Relief 


Wheat Farmers 


Is Proposed 


(By The Associated Press:) 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25—Various 


proposals for prompt relief of the 
country's wheat farmers were given 
earnest" consideration today by Pres- 
ident Coolidge and his Cabinet. Fur- 
ther study and information on 
the 


subject, however, was decided on be- 
fore any definite action is taken by 
the government, and the president 
arranged to receive a delegation of 
farmers and bankers from the ninth 
reserve district at the White House 
Thursday. 


Secretary Wallace laid before the 


cabinet a report on the situation at 
home and aboard, suggesting a 25 
per cent, reduction in freight rates 
and the establishment by the govern- 
ment of an agricultural export com- 
mission or corporation with board 
powers. It was also suggested that 
tariff rates on -wheat be increased 
to 45 cents per bushel, but both pro- 
posals to lower freight rates and to 
raise duties contained- certain 
fea- 


tures which were said to have brought 
some objection by administration offi- 
cials. 


Secretary Wallace 
in 
presenting- 


a resume of the domestic and world 
•wheat situation, declared the 
gov- 


ernment had a "very definite respon- 
sibility, not only to wheat farmers, 
but to the farmers in general, first, 
because the country cannot' hope to 
have the general prosperity it de- 
sires until fair price relationship be- 
tween agriculture, industry, commerce 
and labor are restored, and second. 
by the government itself •which is in 
part responsible for the 
difficulties 


under which the farmers are now 
working. 


Secretary Wallace declared he had 
little faith in the efficacy .of arbitrary 
price fixing of any one crop because 
even if it should afford temporary 
help it would almost certainly with- 
ing a short time make conditions 
worse for the farmer. The buying and 
holding of a large part of the 
sur- 


plus wheat or any other crop might 
be of temporary benefit, he said, but 
unless production of that crop were 
controlled it would aggravate the sit- 
uation. 


"Freight rates on agricultural pro- 


ducts are altogether higher than ag- 
riculture can afford to pay at the 
present time," he said. "The 
rail- 


roads must not be crippled, but a 
reduction of at least 25 per cent, in 
freight rates especially on agricul- 
tural export commodities, should be 
brought in some way without further 
delay. The entire structure of freight 
rates should be analyzed. 


"If. 
as seems eviaent. we must 


admit ourselves to be on a perman- 
entlyhlgher scale of industrial wages, 
and consequently higher cost of pro- 
duction in in'dustry as well as agri- 
culture, a normal relationship can 
be restored only by bringing: agri- 
cultural prices up to somewhere near 
the level of other prices. 


"The most hopeful prospect of ac- 


complishing this purpose is tarough 
establishment by the government of 
an agricultural export commission or 
corporation with board powers." 


He made no attempt to detail warn- 


ings of such an organization. 


In explaining the government's re- 


sponsibility 
for 
tho 
present diffi- 


culties 
of the 
farmers 
Secretary 


Wallace said: 


"By appeals to patriotism the war 
administration cawed a large exten- 
sion in the c«itivat«d acreage and 
large increase in production, creat- 
ing a surplus which 3s no-w: burden- 
ing th* country. By similar appeaHs 
to patriotism the war administration 
caused a decreased per capita con- 
sumption of both wheat and meat. 
The war administration caused large 
advances 3n freight rates and fixed 


wn us for sometime to come a 
^re part of these advances by grant- 
Ing heavy increases in -svagw: 
and 


marked changes 3n wa«re classifica- 
tion and hours of employment. 
The war administration contribut- 


ed very much to the JnflatJon of the 
Jiving costs and of farm costs of pro- 
duction J»y encouraging the cost-plus 
system in other than asricunuraS in- 
dustries. Ending Jhe war the admin- 
istration Jent itself to great inflation 
in genera] and this inflation -was en- 
couraged either directly or indirect- 
ly alter peace and up until the sum- 
mer of 1920 instead of beJng check- 
ed. Then almost at once 
a poHcy 


was inaugurated, -which was especial- 
ly harmful to agriculture and which 
many believe to have been directed 
against agriculture. 
"These j>olicies had no littJe part 


in bringing about the distoiled rela- 
tionship between prices for agricul- 
tural products and prices for other 
things -which is the root of our triu- 
bles now. Because of those policies 
tho government has very- direct re- 
sponsibilities to the farmer and should 
do everything it prlperly can to help 
restore normal relationships between 
agriculture, industry, commerce and 
labor."

AFTER INCIDENT WITH CHIEF 


A warrant charging James S. Jack- 


son, 
'Northslde firemen for the past 


eighteen years,. with "cursing and 
abusing" Lewis F. Mitchell, chief of 
the Danville Fire Department was is- 
sued 
at 
police 
headquarters 
this 


morning 
following 
a 
disturbance 


which took place yesterday evening 
at about five o'clock in the fire sta- 
tion. 
The warrant this morning had not 


been served, officers detailed to the 
case declaring that after they had 
been given the warrant they had been 
unable to locate Jackson. The police- 
men, 
however, said that they felt sure 


that Jackson would be found during 
the course ol the day and would be 
summoned to court probably tomor- 
row.Fire Chief Mitchell this 'morning 
declined to make any statement bear- 
ing on the case. It was learned from 
officers, however, that Jackson yes- 
terday afternoon appeared to .be un- 
der the influence of an intoxicant or 
some form of narcotic and that he ad- 
dressed rough language to Mr| Mit- 
chell who, recognizing the condition 
of the man did not attempt to reta- 
liate. Fire Chief Mitchell called City 
Councilman Guy F. "Walton whose 
place of business is nearby, and Mr. 
Walton came.in, it ia alleged, for the 
same abusive language .from Jack- 
son. 
Mr. Mitchell is reported by po- 


lice as saying that' Jackson had a 
knife up his sleeve but this morning 
the chief refused to swear to a war- 
rant charging Jackson with threaten- 
ing his life. As the disturbance was 
at its height a nrejsroke out in the 
oil room of the Northside fire station 
this the police explain being probably 
due to a carelessly^ thrown cigarette. 
It was necessary to use a chemical 
extinguisher for the blaze. 
A report reached police headquar- 
ters that a disturbance was in pro- 
gress at the Northside fire station 
and Sergeant John L. Edwards who 
has replaced. Chief Bell during his 
temporary absence from the city, sent 
officers Floyd Towell and J. N. Camp- 
bell to the scene. 
Officer Towell said 
that when they arrived there, the dis- 
turbance was over. Jackson did not 
appear to be sufficiently intoxicated 
to be arrested and as no warrant had 
then been issued both officers took 
Jackson off to one side and advised 
him to refrain from further' distur- 
bance. Jackson asked the officers to 
accompany him back tp the fire sta- 
tion in order to get his clothes and 
his tools a*id the officers did this 
Jackson, who was not on-duty yes- 
terday, then went to the home of his 
brother. In the meantime, Fire Chief 
Mitchell TA-as powerless to copa~with 
-the "situation as he has no authority

firemen.

Jackson once 'or twice after the af- 


fair but when the warrant was issued 
and they went to serve it on him they 
could not find him. 


Police .Sergeant Edwards and Offl- 
cer Towell gave it as their option 
this morning that the affair had ween 
greatly exaggerated. It was specific- 
ally denied by these two officers that 
there was evidence tending to sho,w 
that Jackson was responsible for the 
fire In the flre station or that any 
threat had been made against the 
life of Mitchell. Chief Mitchell said 
that he had "heard" that Jackson had 
made threats against 'him, but he said 
he had no personal knowledge of 
them and was disposed to believe 
they were not true. Mr. Walton was 
quoted by the police as saying that 
he would not personally, prefer any 
charges against Jackson although he 
roundly disapproved of his conduct. 
So far as the police have been able to 
learn there was no friction between 
the chief and Jackson but that Mit- 
chell finding Jackson at the fire sta- 
tion took him to task this provoking 
the torrent of Invective which was 
turned against him. 


Jackson has been suspended pend- 
ing his trial.

ward the removal of Plfer on the ba- 
sis of evidence submitted by postoffice 
nspectors was disclosed here' ,today 
when the complete Tacts in the cage 
Vere brought to light. 


The charges preferred against Plfer 


were that he had engaged vin politi- 
cal activity contrary to the civil ser- 
vice rules of the government. Charges 
were brought by A. O. Layman, a Re- 
jublican, said to be noted for his ac- 
ivity in republican' politics in the 
vicinity of Mount Crawford. 
Lay- 
man's daughter, Miss Mabel Layman, 
s the acting postmaster who was ap- 
pointed by the department after the 
removal of Pifei". 


After the charges brought against 
he postmaster, a postoffice Inspector 
vae sent to Mount Crawford to inves- 
igate. His report consisted' of four 
charges: that Pifer had In 1920 said 
n public that President Harding was 
'part nigger"; that at the 1920 elec- 
.lon Pifer was active at the polling 
places an dtook_ an improper part in 
he conduct of the ballotting; that 
Pifer ha3 been overheard asking a 
woman over the 
telephone if she 


vould come* * the polls if a vehicle 
vere sent for i:er; and that Pifer ar- 
rued politics among tho citizens of 
;he town in a manner improper for 
a man in his position. 


Against each of these charges Pifer 
produced numerous affidavits, in sup- 
port ,of the entire four the only wit- 
nesses wore Layman, his wife, and 
wo others. 


This evidence was 
submitted to 
he Civil Service Commission by the 
I'ostoffice Department. The commis- 
sion immediately, notified the depart- 
nent that it found no cause for ac- 
tion of any kind. 


The postoffice authorities, however, 
asked for Pifer's resignation; and on 
his refusal, again tent an inspector. 


The second investigatiiijj produced 
substantially the same evidence as the 
first and the Civil Service Commission 
again refused to take any action. 


This time, however, the Postoffice 
Department removed Pifer 
of 
its 


ownv accord, and made the appoint- 
ment of Mias Layman as acting post- 
master, which has thrown Democrats 
n Virginia and about the capital into 
a turmoil. 


Senator Glass, in a letter to the de- 
posed postmaster, _wrotc: 
- 


"I have so often expressed indlgna- 


:ion a tthe utterly dishonest prac- 
tices of republican officials who in- 
decently disjegard both the spirit and 
text of the civil service statutes with 
respect to appointments to and re- 
mdval rfom office that it seems now 
almost a useless thing to do. In sui-h 
matters the South is treated as a 
conquered province. It is not given 
as fair consideration as the Philip- 
pines or Porto Rico or any~ othejr pos- 
session of the United States. 
The 


offices are openly bartered away and 
the traffic hds proved a profitable en- 
terprise to mercenary republican poli- 
ticians."

HOW TO SLEEP 
Sleep is nature's great medicine for 
rest and rejuvenation of the body. 
There are a number of hygienic 


principles and psychological facts In- 
volved If one wishes to make sleep a 
profound study. 
But for the lay- 


men, 
the facts are easy to state ana 


to understand. 
The body's condition approaching 


sleep is a. most important factor. Try 
to relax completely, throw aside care 
and make i*p your mind to repose. 
Avoid excitement before the regular 
scheduled sleep hour. 
. It is beat to be regular in sleep and 
eight hours should be the minimum. 
Seek sleep preferably with a stom- 
ach practically empty. If you have 
to induce sleep by eating. It is like 
putting off a task which only waits to 
bother you later. Food taken In this 
way diverts the blood supply from the 
head to the stomach, which may 
break your rest later. 
Cleanliness is a great factor in In- 


ducing sleep. A warm bath of only 
a few minutes' duration is a wonder- 
ful aid. 
Worry and fear must be cast aside 


If sleep is to be deep and refreshing. 


They cause dreams which disturb 
with frequant awakenin»« and often 
leave a headache In the morninr. 
Do not sleep on your back with 
arms extended above your head. The 
nerve centers In the back and spinal 
cord often become tired or cause rest- 
lesnese In this position. Another bad 
effect of sleeping on the back Is that 
It seems to Induce mouth breathing " 
producing Hryness of the mucous lin- 
ing of the mouth and throat, hence 
restlessness, couching and

Following his recommendation to 
the city council yesterday that the 
two remaining fire horses be sold and 
that ,a new extension ladder be pur- 
chased. Fire Chief Lewi-3 Mitchell was 
in consultation with the city purchas- 
ing agent today. This was done with 
a view to securing estimates on the 
improvements which the city flre chief 
recommends one of these being the 
purchase of at least 1,000 feet of new 
fire hose. 
The two horses which it Is proposed 
to se'l are thosfe -which were bought 
from the Danville Lumber company 
18 years ago, the pair costing the city 
5800 and being considered unusually 
fine horses 
One of them has gone by 
the name of "Sandy"—named after L. 
B. Conway and the other was named 
"Campbell" for Adolphus Campbell of 
the Danville Lumber company. The 
horses were first used drawing the 
steamer in the Patton street station 
and at a later date were kept at the 
West End station. After the motor- 
ization of the West End station the 
tvr-o horses which have always made 
a team were taken back to Patton 
street anrl were used in drawing the 
heavy Hayes truck. With the passage 
of years both horses have become im- 
paired and one of them is said to be 
freoucntlv lame. Owing to the great 
weight of the Hayes truck Fire Chief 
Mitchell is doubtful If the two horses 


could pull it as far as Mount Vernon 
church.

Usually such a "call in error** 


occurs because the party calling 
abandons the call; i.e., hangs 
up the receiver before the 
called subscriber has had an 
opportunity to answer. 


"Calls in error" cause great 


annoyance. Telephone users 
can assist in preventing ~ them 
by waiting until the person be- 
ing called has ample time to 
answer the telephone. When 
the called party answers, if you 
do-not want to talk or if you 
have' asked for a wrong num- 
ber, explain it to the person 
answering.

Provision that members of the 
board shall .designate the governors 
and vice governors, instead of having 
the president of the 
United States 
charged with the duty. 


5 
Amendment to .make the gov-

Never Won Here, 


Berry Declares 


(By The Associated Press.) 


NETW TORK, Sept. 26.—Following 


the announcement 
of 
George 
L. 


Berry, president of the International 
Printing- Pressmen'-s and assistants' 
union, that "a strike never has been 
won In America against newspapers 
when such strikes have been Inaugu- 
rated in violation of contracts, or in 
face of a conciliation by publishers", 
the publishers of New York's dailies 
announced today that the conditions 
in their press rooms were nearing 
normal and that many 
out-of-town 


pressmen were arriving to take the 
places of strikers. 
Mr. Berry asserted that arbitration 


was the only means for the sane ad- 
justment of differences between em- 
ployers and employes after concilia- 
tion had failed.

sorship and the stifling of the prin- 
ciple of a free press. 
"Force hasjiever succeeded in per- 


manently destroying fact," Mr. Berry 
declared, "and fact cannot survive if 
conciliation and arbitration 
is de- 


nied." 
Representatives of the local union 


declared that no substantial number 
of competent pressmen were arriving 
from other cities and that they had 
received assurances of moral support 
from 22 of the 32 pressmen's locals 
throughout the country.
